OUR TRIP TO THE CONTINENT. 


— — 


In the kind providences of our heavenly Father we have just returned from 
a very pleasant and profitable trip to the continent, where we have been 
visiting the Elders and Saints, and seeing the manners and customs of the 
different peoples where we have traveled, and as it may be of interest to our 
em purpose to give a short account of our labors, thoughts and 
trav 

We started for the Swiss and German Missions on the evening of Monday, 
July 11, 1887, visiting on our way the famed City of Paris, with its boule- 
vards, gardens, fountains, statuary, paintings, buildings and promenades. 
We were there on the national holiday, the 14th of July, and saw Paris io 
holiday garments, celebrating this gala day. We saw forty thousand troops 
reviewed, and the wonderful illuminations and fireworka, which would be 
very difficult to describe—it was simply a blaze of splendor, worthy of a 
people who, living only for to-day, and thinking the present is the only life 
ever to be enjoyed, make the most of it, On traveling through Franee we 
could not but admire the cattle, and the manner the people increase their 
timber. On either side of the streams they plant trees which form avenues 
over the water, and not only give a very picturesque appearance, but is 
valuable for timber. 

On our arrival at Bern we were met by President F. W. Schoenield, and 
Eiders L. F. Monch and Jacob Spori, who received us very kindly, and made 
us feel véry much at home. On Sunday, July 17th, we met with the Saints 
in a large hall at the Hotel Emmenthaler, which had been hired for the occa- 
sion. It was well filled with Saints and strangera’ A good choir sang the 
hymasa, meeting opened in the usual manner, and the Seerament was adsini- 
stered, after which we occupied a portion of the time, President Sehoenfeld 
interpreting, speaking on the necessity of the Sacrament, and the first princi- 
ples to be obeyed before we had a right to partake of it, finishing by bearing 
to the restoration of the doctrine of the Father aud the Spirit 
the choir had sung a hymn, Elder R. S. Campbell addressed the Saints, 
Elder L. F. Monch interpreting.

Ripplinger, J. Spori, L. F. Monch, and President Schoenfeld, and we had a 
very interesting meeting. The brethren reported their laburs in their various 
fielde, the difficulties they met with, the prejudices of the people caused by 
the wicked misrepresentations that have been sown broadoust, the success 
they had met with, and the joy they had in the service of the Almighty, and 
increase of testimony they had received of the divinity of the werk they 
were engaged in by their greater experience, and how they rejoiced at being 
counted worthy to labor for this glorious cause, We listened with the great- 
est pleasure to the expressions of the brethren, and gave such counsel and 
encommgement as was given us of the Holy Spirit. We shall not easily for- 
get the spirit. of this meeting. 

Ot course we had to see the “lions” of Bern and the bears in the bear- 
pit.” This is ealled the Barengraben (Bear's Den). It is situated on the 
right bank of the river Aare, where some bears are maintained at the cost of 
the principality, and is an object of interest to all visitors. We visited the 
Munster (Cathedral), and ascended the 223 steps to enjoy the fine view from 
the tower of the Bernese Alps—the town of Bern and its surroundings, We 
saw the seventh largest bell in the world, weighing 26,700 Ibs. The elapper 
weighs 750 lbs., and it takes sight men to ring it. We heard the clock strike 
twelve at the cloak tower, where the approach of the hour was announced by 
the crowing.of a cock, then a truop of bears marched in procession round a 
aitting figure, a figure of old time turns an hour glass, and a figure strikes on 
@ bell the hour. We also visited the picture gallery, museum, and Legisla- 
tive Hall (Rundespalast). We saw the statues of Duke Berthold V, the 
founder of Bern, Rudolph von Ealach, the victor at Laupen, and of other 
celebrated Bernese, alao the “ Ore” ane others of the numerous fountains 
that adurn the Oity of Bern.

Office, and addressed through President Schoenfeld, who acted as in- 
terpreter, advising them to learn the English language and prepare them- 
selves for future usefulness in the kingdom of God. 

From Bern we went to Thun, on the river Aare, visited the castle, ceme- 
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tery, church, military school, barracks, and monument in commemoration of 
the confederation of the 23 States. Thun is the centre of the ‘trade of the 
Oberland. We had a very fine view, from the “Schloss Promenade,” of the 
town, the valley of the Aare, and the Stockhorn chain of mountains. While 
viewing the church, a lady guide informed us it belonged to the Protestants, 
but it was also used with their consent by some Catholics who had seceded 
from the Romish Church, but continued as a congregation to worship. ‘Their 
altar was furnished in the same manner as that of the Catholic Churches we 
visited. We could not help thinking that the “mother” and “ daughter’ 
were becoming more friendly. 

From Thun we went to [nterlaken (between the lakes), partly by rail, and 
partly by steamboat on Lake Thun. We were told that this lake was 709 
feet at the greatest depth. It is eleven miles long and nearly two broad. 
Interlaken is a favorite summer resort, noted for its mild temperature and 
beautiful situation, surrounded by lofty mountains and picturesque scenes. 
From here we went to the village of Brienz, on Lake Brienz, calling at the 
Giessbach on our way to see the illumination of the falls. These falls are 
formed by a stream that rises on the north slope of the Schwarzhorn, and on 
its way to the lake of Brienz forms a series of seven cascades falling from 
rock to rock. The highest is about 1,148 feet above the lake. Of course this 
is a grand picture in the day light, but at night they are illuminated with 
Bengal lights which have a very fine effect. 

From Brienz we took an open carriage to Sarner, on our way to Lucerne. 
The driver had brought over a party of tourists from Sarner to Brienz, and 
was glad to bargain for a return trip. This gave us a carriage to ourselves 
in preference to the diligence. We went over the Brunig Pass, and saw the 
Oltschibach Falls. It was a lovely day, and we had a fine view of the wind- 
ings of the river Aare and the valley beneath as we stood on the heights of 
the Brunig Pass or under the overhanging rock. Our ride from Brienz to 
Sarner was very pleasant, and now came the most beautiful part of our 
journey. We went to the Lake of Lucerne (Vierwaldstatter See), or Lake of 
the Four Forest Cantons, which is bounded by the forest cantons of Uri, 
Schwyz, Unterwalden and Lucerne, and is unsurpassed in Switzerland, or 
even Europe, in magnificence of scenery. Its beautiful banks are also asso- 
ciated with the historical events and traditions depicted by Shiller in his 
William Tell, which naturally make it very interesting to the traveler. We 
enjoyed our ride on this lake exceedingly. It is perfectly delightful to be on 
a steamer on these lakes to those who love the picturesques in nature in all 
her varied forms. The lofty mountains towering up to the clouds, the 
villages and pretty Swiss cottages dotted here and there on the mountain 
sides and base, and the grass and timber, all help to form a picture of loveli- 
ness, and cause us to exclaim: What a beautiful place this world is! 

Elder Theurer accompanied us to Brientz, but left at the Meiringer Bridge 
over the Aare river. With President Schoenfeld we continued our journey 
to Lucerne. Here we saw the celebrated Lion of Lucerne, that was sculp- 
tured by the eminent Danish sculptor, Thorwaldsen, in commemoration of 
the valor of the Swiss guard. It was executed in the year 1821 to the mem- 
ory of 26 officers and about 760 soldiers of the Swiss guard who fell in defence 
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of the Tuileries on the 10th of August, 1792. The dying lion is 28 feet in 
length, reclining in a grotto, transfixed by a broken lance, and sheltering the 
Bourbon lily with his paw. The figure is hewn out of the natural sandstone 
rock. At the museum adjoining we saw some large pictures of the events 
whieh took place in the French Revolution, also other pictures. We saw 
the town of the capital of Canton Lucerne, and then took steamer to Vitznau, 
with the view of ascending the Rigi mountain. It was a lovely sight to see 
the placid lake in the golden sunshine, the mountains towering above the 
clouds, covered with trees and verdure, and dotted with picturesque cottages, 
President Schoenfeld pointed out the places of interest connected with the 
life of the patriot William Tell. How We admire and hold dear the memory 
of patriota, and how natural it is for us to love liberty and to have contempt 
for tyrants! But it is not so pleasant when extoling our own land of liberty, 
and pointing with pride to the Stars and Stripes, to hear some cynic say: 
Tes, your persecution of the Latter-day Saints is a sample of what kind of 
a land of liberty yours is!” 

At Vitznau we took the wonderful mountain railway that is constructed 
on the rack-and-pinion system. The gauge is the usual width. Between the 
rails there is a toothed rail, which consists of two rails placed side by side, 
and connected with cross bars at regular intervals. Into the spaces thus 
formed works a cog-wheel under the locomotive, which is always below the 
passenger car. The height of the Rigi is about 5,900 feet above the lake. It 
is covered with fresh green pastures, and supports about 4,000 head of cattle. 
There are several hotels and private residences. We ascended the steep 
mountain by the railway into the clouds. We stopped at the stations by the 
way, and at last reached the Rigi Kulm, about 5,906 feet, and here we were 
above the clouds, which floated in masses on the mountain and covered up 
the view of the lakes and country beneath; but after a while they floated 
away and disclosed a scene of beauty in the lakes and villages beneath. We 
saw the mountain where, in 1806, a landslip occurred. One side of the 
mountain seemed to have slid down and buried four villages and partly filled 
a lake. We went into a house to purchase some milk, and here close by the 
kitchen were the cows laying down very contented in the same room. They 
seemed very clean and well kept, but it seemed queer to us to have cows in 
the house, but maybe it is the difference in education.
